A per- 
son can knit, sew, mend and 
watch a program without any 
trouble. That is, for those who 
have bi-focal glasses or can 


| .work without glasses at all. I 


don't imagine it would be pos- 
sible for people who need glas- 
ses for close work only. 


There has been a little extra 
activity down at the barn this 
week. It just looks as if we are 
meant to keep cows, no matter 
what. One day Partner sent a 
cow to the stock market. The 
next day one of our heifers pro- 
duced a calf — and the calf was 
a heifer. So we still have as 
many head of cattle as we hed 
before. You know, that is one 
thing I notice about farming — 
when one door shuts another one 
opens. For instance, a few weeks 
ago. we were still shipping 
cream but our egg supply was 
down.

But the ‘drop in egg prices may 
soon change the picture. 


Well, I suppose most farm 
people have been following 
proceedings at the Convention 
of the Federation of Agriculture 
in Hamilton. The reports and 
suggestions given by those at the 
top are thought-provoking to 
Say the least. Obviously, it isn’t 
enough these days to consider 
one branch of activity. Farming, 
industry, immigration, high- 
ways and zoning regulations are 
all tied in together. AND na- 
tional health insurance. Directly 
or indirectly it all affects the 
farmer and he must find the 
best way ‘to adapt~ himself to 
changing conditions, which may 
be quite the opposite to that of 
his neighbour. For instance we 
had a middle-aged couple in 
here yesterday, still very active 
with cattle and crops. Recently 
the farmer found it impossible 
to obtain reliable hired helpy 
The barnyard had to be kept 
clean and he could not keep 
pace with it alone. So off he 
went and bought a manure 
loader and a second tractor. Now 
he has enough equipment to 
keep him independent of hired 
help — a small thrshing ma- 
chine, baler, loader, horses and 
two tractors, and as many beef 


cattle as the farm will accom- > 


modate. But think of the capital 
tied up in all that equipment. 
Another thing — this man be- 
lieves in early to bed and early 
to rise. k mention that because’ 
there is some criticism about 
late-rising farmers. That is the 
result of labour-saving equip- 
ment, At one time farmers had 
to be up early to have the milk 
out ready for the truck to pick 
up. Now with milk coolers in 
general use, milk cans are left 
in the vat ready for the trucker 
when he comes. The morning’s 
milk doesn’t go until the next 
day. It is better that way as it 
gives the milk time to get pro- 
perly chilled — an important 
factor in the production of. pure 
milk. 


So, if the farmer gets up later 
than he used to-it is because 
there isn’t the same necessity 
for Him to beat the dawn every 
day. Which is just as well, 
otherwise how could farm folk 
take in so many late nights — 
farm forums, card parties and 
so on? Time was when it was 
lights out for farm folk any 
time after eight-thirtgy Nowa- 
days that is the time when acti- 
vity begins!

Cut In Mountain 


Ten Commandments Moua- 
tain, in western North Carolina, 
is one of the most appropriate 
of the many places where Easter 
sunrise services are held an- 
nually, with the scenic beauty 
of lakes, mountains, and forests 
providing an inspiring back- 
ground, 

In huge letters of, cut stone, 
four feet wide and six feet high, 
the Commandments are spelled 
out upon a gently sloping moun- 
tainside. The concrete Roman 
numerals are seven feet wide 
and 14 feet high. The lettering 
is outlined in white to simulate 
the pages of an open book, di- 
vided by a long flight of shallow 
steps, from which the visitor 
t@ close 
range, or even strol] about on 
the grass between them. 

Two smaller pages, standing 
upright at the top of these steps, 
show quotations from the Gorpel 
of St. Matthew. This New 
Testament reproduction is 24 
feet high and 34 feet wide, ris- 
ing from a base 60 feet long by 
13 feet wide. 

Contributions from the 
churches of 15 southern ‘states 
made possible this work, which 
was completed late in 1951, at 
which time what had been Bur- 
ger Mountain was dedicated as 
Ten Commandments Mountain. 
It faces Fields of the Wood, a 
religious assembly ground upom

Seeing Red! 
(An Editorial in The Toronto 
Globe and Mail) 

A basic tenet of British just- 
ice is that an accused person 
is innocent until proved guilty. 
Equally important is the pro- 
position that once punished, 
either by temporary loss of 
freedom or by financial pen- 
alty, he has paid his obligation 
to society. Both of these prin- 
ciples are violated by the Ont- 
ario Department of Highways’ 


practice of issuing red driving 
permits to certain classes of 
drivers. 

The Department has _ report- 
edly issued 1,500 of the new 
permits since October to driv- 
ers ‘whose ordinary permit

years before full reinstatement 
is accorded. Consideration is 
now being given to the exten- 
sion of the policy to include 
drivers convicted of other 
offenses,. such as dangerous 
driving 

The specious logic behind 
the plan is that these marked 
drivers will be more careful, 
being reluctant to get them- 
selves into a situation which 
wodld call for the revelation 
of their past shame to police, 
According to Highways Min- 
ister Allan, the red permits 
actually do act as a deterrent 
to incautious drivers They 
probably have this effect on 
some; to be sure but the 
question which must be asked 
is this: Does the result out 
weigh the disadvantages and 
dangers of the scheme’ In our 
opinion the answer is that it 
does not 

Surely most drivers would be 
especially careful after one 
conviction, no matter what 
color their permit, The chances 
of their being stopped after 
drinking ‘are equal; and _ the 
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lion, 


previous conviction is a. matter 
of record and the consequences 
equally grave. As for irrespon- 
sible drivers, this measure 
will not deter them a whit 
The real danger is that the 
stigma of guilt will attach it- 
self to a driver with a red 
permit as soon as a policeman 
sees it. He may be innocently 
involved in an accident, but 
his special permit gvill immedi- 
ately make him suspect. Even 
in the routine matter of using 


his permit as personal iden- 
tification in banks or in other 
transactions, his character 
would be reflected. in unfair 
light. 

Issuance of special - permits 


is tantamount to an admission 
by the Department of High- 
ways that it does not trust 
these drivers and must adopt 
such means to keep them in 
check. This being the case, the 
Department is impertinent to 
reissue permits at all to them. 


A driver under — suspension 
should be permitted to drive 
again only after the Depart- 


‘ment is convinced he will oper- 
te his car within the law, with- 
out jeopardizing himtself or 
others. When the Department 
is convinced of this, it should 
restore him to full status, with- 
obuoxious intermediate 
step "Ofececond-class citizenship. 
The onus heres on the Depart- 
ment, not the driver. 

The drinking driver is 
mittedly a serious problem, _re- 
quiring stern measures, but 
this is an ineffectual method of 
controlling it. . Education © and 
enforcement are the weapons 
which must be vsed, not a 
method which undermines: the 
whole basis of our civil liber- 
ties, For that is what the pre- 
sent system is doing, whether 
the Department officials realize 
it or not, Either the principles 
of British justice are right for 
all citizens, or for none at all. 
It is impossible say they are 
right for an armed robber, but 
not for an impaired motorist. 

The real danger is that once 
the bulwark is breached-as it 
now has been- the basis of °x- 
clusion from that justice can 
be widened a step the High- 
ways Department is already 
considering. The end result of 
that can only be that every- 
one convicted of any offense 
must carry a card to proclaim 
it. Canada will not tolerate 
such a perversion of democracy.

.Low fertility and hatchability 
results in a considerable loss to 
pounltry breeders and hatchery- 
men .since incubated eggs that 
are infertile and those that fail 


to hatch have no salvage value. 
There are“ many factors affect- 
ing fertility and tatchability and 
many of them are under contro] 
of the poultry breeder. 


* * * 


A. P. Piloski, poultryman at 
the Canada Department of Agri- 
culture Indian Head Experimen- 
tal Farm, states that the age of 
chickens seems to have some 
effect on hatchability. There is 
a slight decrease in hatchability 
in the second year and a more 
pronounced difference in suc- 
ceeding years. Males do not 
seem to be affected to the same 
extent by age and males ex- 
hibiting good vigor may be used 
for several years. Frozen combs 
will make a male inactive for 
several weeks so that dubbing 
is a good practice . whenever 
there is danger of the comb 
freezing. Dubbing, however, 
should be done early in the fall 
when the weather is still mild. 

* * s 

Rations that- hens receive prior 
to and during the breeding sea- 
son have a great effect on match- 
ability. A hatching ration should 
be fed at least a month prior 
to the time that eggs are to be 
collected for hatching. It is not 
desirable to change rations dur- 
ing the breeding season as this 
may result in lower production 
at a time when all eggs are re- 
quired for hatching.

Hatching eggs should be sct 
as soon after laying as possible, 
as the time that these eggs can 
be held is relatively short de- 
pending on the temperature at 
which they are stored. The opti- 
mum range of temperatures is 
between 45 degrees and 60 de- 


_grees F. At these temperatures 


eggs can be held a week with- 
out hatchability being affected 
significantly. Up to two weeks 
the decrease in hatchability is 
small, but beyond this time, 
hatchability decreases very ra- 
pidly while the hatching time 
increases. This factor is impor- 
tant in hatcheries where a rigid 
schedule is maintained. 


FROM ITALY — This statue, a 
replica of the famous “Discus 
Thrower” by ancient Greek 
sculptor Myron, is a gift to the 
American people from Italy. 
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In order to maintain a high 
level of fertility it is usual to 
mate one male to fifteen females. 
Under a system of pen-mating 
where several males are used 
in one pen this ratio should be 
maintained. Too many males in 
one pen may. actually result in 
decreased fertility because of 
excessive fighting. Once a. pen 
has been made up it is unde- 
sirable to introduce’ a strange 
male into the pen because the 
fighting which will follow usu- 
ally results in fewer fertile eggs.

Males should be placed in the ~ 


breeding pens at least one wéek 
before eggs are to be saved to 
assure a high level of fertility. 
Under some conditions such as 
individual breeding, cross- 
breeding, or where time is an 
‘element, it will be found that 
artificial insemination is of great 
value. By this method eggs may 
be saved the second day follow- 
ing insemination, Under normal 
conditions high levels of fertility 
can be maintained by natural 


matings and following good 
management practices

The development of improved 
cabbage varieties is closely asso- 
ciated with changing human food 
habits. For many years cabbage 
was used mainly as a cooked 
vegetable and in sauerkraut pro- 
duction. The varities available 
were satisfactory although they 
produced large plants, thick 
leaves and a leaf skeleton that 
was coarse and hre¢i. In recent 
times a change to greater use of 
raw vegetables, includin, cab- 
bage, in the form of salads 
necessitated the introduction of 
varieties with finer plant parts. 
The new cabbage types have 
fine - textured, closely - spaced 
leaves with thin leaf skeletons 
and a small head core.

A marked change is noted in 
the preference for head size in 
cabbage. Large heads are still 
required for exhibition and com- 
mercial processing but a small 
bead is preferred in the home. 
The latter is related to the needs 
of prsent da} small-sized families 
and smaller quantities of cab- 
bage consumedgip salads as com- 
pared to those used in cooked 
meals.

Cabbage can be kept in good 


condition for several weeks af- 


ter harvest with .the modern 
home cold-freezer. But the pre- 
ference for freshly harvested 
heads has stimulated the devel- 
opment of cabbage that will re- 
main in good condition in the 
garden for an extended time 
and can be used as needed. The 
heads of most varieties tend to 
burst or split open as they attain 
mature size and therefore the 
gardener must use measures to 
retard this unfavourable con- 
dition or cut the crop before the 
heads begin to split. The new 
non-bursting cabbage can be left 
in the garden and used as de- 
sired

At the opposite end of the scale

at all whether the soil is rich. 
There are certain things that 
must be in a dry location and 
others that don’t mind getting 
their feet wet. And, of course, 
there is a wide range in colour 
and height and time of bloom- 
ing. 

If the ground is rough and 
slopes sharply there is always 
an opportunity for a rock gard- 
en. Here we simply reinforce the 
slope with the most attractive 
stones we can find, rough mos- 
sy ones are best, and in between 
we plant tiny rock plants. These 
thrive in the shallow crevices 
and it is surprising the amount 
of bloom they provide. 

For getting the best out of 
these gardens in unusual lo- 
eations, one is advised to study 
the seed catalogue thoroughly, 
note the special likes and dis- 
likes of certain plants, and be 
more careful than usual in mak- 
ing suitable selections. 

Nursery Stock 

Anything started in a nursery 
bed is termed nursery stock. 
This covers everything from 
herbaceous perennials like Iris, 
peonies, or strawberry plants to 
vines, shrubs, fruit and orna- 
mental trees.

too deep and too close together. 
The size of the actual seed has 
little to do with either. Some 
tiny seeds produce mighty big 


plants that will require plenty 
of room. Some big seeds, like 
that of beans, produce only 


moderately sized plants. 

The general rule for depth is 
three times the diameter of the 
seed. For tiny seed like that of 
portulaca or alyssum or lettuce, 
this simply means sowing on 
top of theesoil and pressing in 
lightly. To spread more evenly, 


we may mix seed with sand 
before we sow. For bigger seed 
say the size of peas or corn, 
half to an inch deep will be 
about right. Potatoes, gladiolus 
and dahlias go down from six 

to twelve imneche 
As for spacing, it ig well to 
remember that even tiny things 
like alyssum or portulaca, or 
green onions, require some space 
to develop properly. The safe

pedigree blood-hounds, champ- 
ion and sons of champions. Was 
he downheated? Not a bit. 

The dogs were in training to 
pass out for the police service. 
Mouse learned all their tricks and 
a bit more, What other dogs did 
competently, he did with enthu- 
siasm, and in better style.

Other dogs of various breeds 
have quietly carried out the rou- 
tine work of policing.

CREAM CHEQUE STILL 
MAINSTAY OF 50,000 


A lot of things have changed on 
the Ontario farm during the past 
three decades of so, and its rather 
refreshing to find that at least some 
of the old farm customs are still 
carried on. 

Back in the days when a binder 
was still considered a modern piece 
of farm machinery, and tractors 
were frightening horses in the next 
field, it used to be @&e custom in our 
part of Ontario to head for town on 
Saturday night with the cream 
cheque and the egg money. This took 
care of whatever shopping might be 
necessary and frequently left a favor- 
able balance. 

Today, according to farm leaders, 
neither the cream cheque nor the 
egg money will buy what it used to, 
because farm incomes have been go-. 
ing down over the past five years 
while others have been going up. 
But the cream cheque is still coming 
in handy for smaller purchases, and 
the egg money is still doing its bit. 

Officials of the Ontario Cream 
Producers’ Marketing Board brought 
cream to mind the other day, point- 
ing out that it ie still the mainstay 
of at least 50,000 farmers in Ontario 
who depend on their weekly income 
from cream to carry them through 
the winter, when there isn’t much 
else on the farm that can be sold. 

Which is why, when everyone 
starts discussing support prices, 
butter exports and the like, a lot of 
Ontario farmers begin to get a bit 
excited. This concerns their liveli- 
hood, for most of the men whose 
farms produce cream, are general 
farmers, who specialize in nothing, 
but produce most of the agricultural 
essentials, 

They have a grain crop on their 
farms, in most cases, a few pigs, 
some clovers and grasses, and a dairy 
herd, not usually registered and a 
flock of hens. 

And when they get around to 
figuring out the budget it works out 
something like this: The grain and 
the pigs help pay off the mortgage 
and keep the farm going; the clovers 
and grasses feed the herd, and help 
provide next season's peed; the cows 
and chickens feed the family most of 
the year, by providing the only ready 
cash. ® 

And so it's rather nice to see that 
pome of the old customs are clinging 
—that farm wives are still using 
most 4 the cream cheque and the 
egg money to buy those articles that 
have to be picked up in town. 

This custom, presumably will con- 
tinue for @ long time, since egg* 
and cream both are sold fresh, and 
should be going on aa long 4&8 con-

To make a good newspaper ad, you ‘should use a great deal of | 
business etiquette. Frankly, some of the things we would like to say i 
in an advertisement. would appear to the average reader to be an 
outright case of bragging. Some other important items would appear 
to shove him into our line of thinking and might ahtagonize him. § 
This is where we need your help. Although it is necessary for us to 
be frank in explaining these probler's below, we hope you can show 
us how to avoid this in your entries. Just pick up a pen and make 
up your idea of an ad to solve most of the problems that we face in 

advertising in the television business. 

Problem 1— It is not until after a customer has bought a TV 
set that he usually realises what an important thing that ‘Service’ 
really is. ‘Service’ has two meanings; not only does it mean the fact” 
that you can get it fixed promptly but more important is the fact 
that you can get it adjusted or repaired promptly without expensive 
mileage fees. Sometimes the set only needs adjustment, but nearly 
everyone knows that with the hundreds of intricate parts in a TV - 
set and due to manufacturing problems, the average set has many 
more small defects occurring in the first month or so than at any . 
other time. After this ‘cooking’ period is over, he can usually expect 
only two or three service calls a year to keep it in its best operating 
condition. The customer whd believes that he is buying a television 
receiver free of ‘defects, or not subject to unpredictable failures is - 
fooling only himself. For instance, did you know that nearly all the 
small tubes used in Canada are made by one company? In making 
up your ad, it is very important to put over the fact that a TV set 
is not just another appliance, but will be the most used, yet by 
far the most delicate instrument in the home. 

Problem 2—Many people judge a television brand or name from 
seeing it working in someone else’s home. Frankly, thatgis the wrong 
thing to do. The same television will never work the same in any 
two locations, for the following reasons: 1. weather; 2. aerial; 
3. location: 4. static conditions; 5. distance from station; 6. 
natural barriers. How much snow you get on a channel will depend 
on all of these things and NOT on the television set that you have, 
providing of course, that it is a modern set and in good condition. 
TV models however vary a great deal in these qualifications; defini-. 
jon, ability to hold a picture, ease of operation, tone, etc: Incidentally 
to help you in your ad, we sell: Admiral, Electrohome, Motorola and 
RCA Victor. All of which we chose for their performance and serviee. 

Problem 3— Prices. We have occasionally been told that our 
prices are sometimes higher than those in Toronto. This is pretty 
hard to take, because if anything, our prices are actually lower. 
Here's why: Our pricing includes everything except the aerial un- 
leas otherwise stated. We could advertise the set for a sum of money, 
when the customer came to buy it, we would then add such extras as 
home service, installation, warranties, delivery and a _ dozen 
other extra or hidden charges. Or we could probably say “sorry we 
just sold that set but we have another model, ete., etc. However, 
we believe that local people, being smarter would resent tricks or 
gimmicks in selling. We also sell on Time Payment Plan, with up to 
two years to pay, as little as nine dollars a month or thirty cents 4

Sleepy People 


Imagine spending twenty 
hours of every twenty-four in 
bed, despite the fact that you 
are perfectly fit, That’s what a 
well-to-do, middle - aged bache- 
lor living in Hungary has been 
doing for the past three years. 

Why?, “Because,” he explains, 
“I love bed. I have no relatives, 
no friends. Four hours’ activity 
every day is enough for me. 
During that=time I shop, eat, 
have a bath and tak® «. short 
walk: in the park. Then I hurry 
back to bed.”. - 

He says he doesn't sleep all 
the time. He reads, listens to 
the radio as he lies in his com- 
fortable bed on the top floor of 
a modern block of flats. He has 
no telephone because he thinks 
that might tempt him to “alter 
the regular rhythm” of his life 
and spend .less time in bed. 

This man's passion for bed is 
paralleled by that of M. Halloin, 
a Justice of the Peace in Caen, 
Normandy, who about 120 years 
ago included: this strange in- 
struction if his will: “Bury me 
in my bed. Leave me just as 
you found me when I died, but 
tuck me in and see that my pil- 
low is comfortable and that the 
sheets are straight. And bury 
me at night, please. I've loved 
my bed more than anything else 
in this life and I'd like to go to 
my everlasting rest in it.” 

The villagers were not sur- 
prised when they heard of his 
request: They recalled that his 
love for his bed had sometimes 
led him as a magistrate to pass 
sentence from it. His bedroom 
became his courtroom and of- 
fenders were brought. before 
him there for trial. But when 
the authorities heard how jus- 
tice was being dispensed — by 
a man sprawled deep in a: fea- 
ther mattress, his head support- 


ed by pillows—they relieved 
him of his post. 
“I'm not worried,” comment-

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Every so often farmers have 
unexpected problems to face, A 
few years ago it was foot and 
mouth disease, then came New- 
castle disease in poultry, and/ 
now it is rabies. Of the three 
‘rabies is the most dangerous 
because of its menace to chil- 
dren. However, it is comfort- 
ing to know that it can be con- 
trolled to a certain extent — by 
vaccination of work dogs and 
household pets. That, however, 
does not protect children from 
stray dogs that may come 
around, or from foxes, if a fam- 


ily happens to live near a wood- 


éd area. As most people know, 
the dread disease is usually 
passed on to humans by the bite 
of an animal but we _ should 
remember that the infection is 
in the saliva of the animal and 
may be transmitted quite inno- 
cently if a dog licks a child who 
may havea scratch or ‘skin ab- 
rasion — that is, if the dog has 
already contracted te disease. 
Perhaps the most disquieting 
thing about the whole business 
is contained in the warning 
that “it is a situation we must 
learn to live with for 
years.” 


Yes, there is reason for. wor- 
ry and for every precaution to 
be taken — that is, by seeing 
to it that our dogs are vaccin- 
ated against the disease and by 
warning children not to pet 
strange dogs, And how thankful 
we should be that vaccination is 
possible — thanks to the dan- 
gerous and untiring research 


work carried out by Louis Pas- - 


teur many years ago. Pasteur 
risked his own life a good many 
times in carrying out* his ex- 
‘periments before the first in- 
oculation of a child bitten by a: 
mad dog was possible. The ex- 
periment was successful and 
led to the formation of the Pas- 
teur Institute in 1888. Had it 
not been for Pasteur the dan- 
ger from the present outbreak 
of rabies would be far great- 
er. That people are aware of 
the danger is evident as last 
week, when I phoned our ‘vet’ 
about having our two dogs in- 
oculated I was told his supply 
of vaccine was exhausted but 
that more was on the way. 


On the other side of the pic- 
ture this rabies scare may have 
one good effect — there will 
probably be fewer stray dogs 
around and those who do keep 
dogs will be more particular 
about having them under con- 
tYol,.or lose their pets. Per- 
haps, fewer people will 
want to keep dUpsat all. Rabies 
is a disease we havé always 
had to contend with but I 
doubt if there was ever a time 
in history when the dog popu- 
lation was as great as it is to- 
day. 

Well, quite apart from the 
Yabies scare, there has been 
plenty of excitement around 
here just lately. Three farms in 
our immediate vicinity , have

been sold, which sort of leaves: 


us sitting in the middle — from 
choice, not necessity. The way 
farms are selling these days 
makes a person almost dizzy. 
That is, when they ARE sold. 
In some cases speculators come 
along, take an option on a farm 
and leave the farmer hopefully 
sitting there. Then comes an- 
other fellow, offers a better 
price with a good down pay- 
ment, which the farmer cannot 
accept because he is already 


tied up with an option. There 


are so many snags in land deals 
that no one should accept the 
first offer that comes along, nor 


sign any agreement without the 


advice of a good lawyer. 


We also hear of farmers keep- 
ing their farms but selling their 
milk cows because of the short- 
age of help. We wonder where 
it-is all going to end. 


Well, spring is in the air. Last 
week I mentioned seeing one 
crow, now there are whole fam- 
ilies of crows flying around. 
And the redwoods in the swamp 
are getting a deeper colour and 
the roads have started their 
usual break-up. Some of them 
are already in terrible condi- 
tion. Here and there we hear 
people. predicting an early 
spring — and I wouldn’t be 
surprised if they are right. Al-

A. Use a solution of salt and 
water. Apply to furniture with 
a stiff brush, scrub well and 
then dry thoroughly. The fur- 
niture will also last longer 
through this. method of cleans- 
ing. 

Q. How can I bleach a straw 
hat that is badly sunburned? 

A. Remove the band and 
fasten the hat to the inside of 
a wooden box. Then invert the 
box over a dish of burning sul- 
phur. 

Q. How can I make fried po- 
tatoes a nice golden brown? 

A. By sprinkling a little flour 
on them before frying. 

Q. How can I test the fresh- 
ness of an egg when purchas- 
ing?

A single hair can trap a mur- 
dered, for no two persons have 
exactly the same. 

A hair can indicate the race, 
sex, age, physical condition, and 
sometimes the occupation of the 
person to whom it belongs. 

The hair of a white man dif- 
fers in shape and structure from 
that of a Negro or Chinese. By 
its diameter, length and coarse-

longed to man or woman.

When a Sailboat 
Hit An Omnibus 


To me there was always an 
infinite fascination in seeing 
these great Northern tracts of 
woodland awakening from their 
long winter sleep. The sweet- 
ness of the dawn, the delicious 
smell of growing things, the 
fresh young life springing up 
under one’s feet, all these ap- 
pealed to every fibre in my be- 
ing. Nature always restores the 
balance of things. In Russia, 
as in Canada, after the rigours 
of the winter, once the snow has 
disappeared, flowers carpet the 
ground with a rapidity of 
growth unknown in more tem- 
perate climates. 


These Finland woods were 
plant with masses of small, 
white, waxy flowers. It was, I 
think, one of the smaller cran- 
berries. There was an orange- 
flowering nettle, too, the leaves 
of which changed from green 
to vivid purple as they climbed 
the stalk, making gorgeous 
patches of colour, and great 
drifts of blue hepaticas on the 
higher ground. To appreciate 
Nature properly, she must be 
seen at unaccustomed times, as” 
she bestirs herself gfter her 
night’s rest whilst the sky 
brightens. ... 


We had an ice-boat on the 
Gulf of Finland as well. It is 
only in early spring, and very 
seldom then, that this amuse- 
ment can b@ indulged in. The 
necessary conditions are ‘1) a 
heavy thaw to melt all the snow 
from the surface of the ice, fol- 
lowed by a sharp frost; (2) a 
strong breeze, Nature is not of- 
ten obliging enough to arrange 
matters in this sequence. We 
had some good sailing, though, 
and could. get forty miles an 
hour out of our craft with a de- 
cent breeze. Our boat was of the 
Dutch, not the Canadian type. 


Ice-sailing was bitterly cold 
work, and the navigation of the 
Gulf of Finland required great 
caution, for in early spring 
great cracks appeared in the 
ice. On one occasion, in avoid- 
ing a large crack, we ran into 
the omnibus plying on runners 
between Kronstadt and the 
mainland ....It may be worth 
while recording this, as it is 
but seldom that a boat collides 
with an. omnibus, — From “The 
Vanished Pomps of Yesterday,” 
by Lord Frederick Hamilton.

Hair fashions in those times 
were the key to dress and mil- 
linery styles. The ‘dress design- 
er was compelled to follow the 
work and ideas of the hair 
stylist, whose work outshone his 
own. 

Styles were highly ornate and 
complex. As many as six hair- 
dressers would work on one 


coiffure. Towards the end of the - 


eighteenth century, hair was of- 
ten dressed up to the height of 
three feet. Women who wore 
these creations had to’ sit on 
the floors of their carriages, and 
those who slept in their coif- 
fures had to have special wood- 
en rests ma for their shoul- 
ders and nec 

Because flour was used a godd 
deal in the dressings to keep 
them ‘stiff and in shape, one not- 
able lady always went to sleep 
with a mousetrap concealed in 
her hair to prevent mice from 
eating her coiffure! 

These fantastic hair styles, 
which stylists could repeat to- 
day if they were ever yequired, 
sometimes cost their. wearers 
well over $500 a time, plus the 
high cost of maintenance. 

One of the most remarkable 
styles in the whole history of 
hair fashion was that produced 
during the French Revolution. 
It was called a la Victime au 
Sacrifice. The hair was drawn 
up well from the nape of the 
neck, forward and over the 
crown, as it was arranged for 


~the scaffold, the only difference 


being that it fell on the fore- 
head in a bunch of curls. 
Pale face make-up was used

to emphasize the macabre effect 
and a scarlet ribbon was tied 
round the neck. This coiffure 
was worn by young aristocratic 
ladies to show their contempt 
for the guillotine. 


The new styling among men 
will undoubtedly lead to the 
use of the new hair make-up 
techniques. This will be due to 
the lead given by certain middle- 
aged TV stars and stage stars 
who never seem to go grey and 
mostly have curly or wavy hair. 
This is induced by the old de- 


vice of blow waving and discreet 
use of permanent waving. 

The biggest men’s hair stylist 
of the century was the hair- 
dresser, now dead, of the Wal- 
dorf Hotel. He was the famous 
Browne who invented the clip- 
ped moustache and the yarious 
military haircuts which have 
lasted for so many years. He 
made a fortune, lost it in pros- 
pecting for gold in’ South Af- 
rica, and then returned to Lon- 
don to take up his old job 
until he died a few years ago, 


Two hundred men live in ex- 
ile in the land of Mtumbu, the 
sacred crocodile, and more 
than half of them are wanted 
for murder. The’ land lies mid- 
way between Angola and 
South-West. Africa, in the arid 
region of Ovariivland, 

Neither the murderers, fic; 
any of the other fugitives who 
are wanted by ‘the police for 
every crime from blackmail to 
forgery, ever return to . civili- 
zation again. 

In the past thirty years only 
one man, John: Hepburn, has 
returned from this wilderness 
over which no government 
rules. Though, of course, no 
criminal himself; Hepburn was 
able to study the life of the ex- 
iles. 

The Ovahimba  aboriginals 
who inhabit the area owe alle- 
giance to no ‘country except 
their own. The Portuguese, 
who rule Angola, and the 
South-West African  admiini- 
stration have stated that they 
want nothing to do with this 
piece of infertile, barbarous 
land fringing on the muddy, 
dangerous Kunene River. 

The tribe of Ovahimba, it was 
stated by Hepburn, are about 
10,000 strong, but being cursed 
with too many girl _ babies. 
more than 6,000 of the tribe are 
women ahd girls. 


At infrequent intervals the 
warriors made forays into An- 
gola and the rest of Ovambo- 
land to -steal male children 
aged from a year to five years. 

These children are reared as 
members of the tribe, and are 
brought in to swell the dimin- 
ishing number of males. 

Every quarter, at at-the full 


moon, two girls, who must be 
under fifteen years, are sacri- 
ficed to Mtumbu, -the’: sacred 


crocodile, in order to ensure a 
little rainfall and a crop of boy 
babies. 


Pambegele is the recognized 
chief of the tribe, and to him 
the white outlaws go when 
they arrive in the territory 
ruled over by the crocodile. 

Presents are given, and the 
men are welcomed regardless 


of what they might have done 
in the past. The great scarcity 
of males forces the dying tribe 
to adopt any male who arrives. 

There is only one condition 
attached to entry into the area. 
That is that the wanted men 
will take from four to six wives 
from girls among the tribe and 
father children. 


The men have a free choice 
rs adultery punishable by 
eath death at. the jaws of the 
crocodiles which infest the Ku 
nene River 

On the dav when a sacrifice 


is to be made, the girl victims 
are led to the centre of the 
stockade close to the river, 
where they are prepared with 
a pagan ceremony which in- 
cludes the anointing of ‘the 
body with oil. 

The crocodiles know when 
victims are to be brought to 
them. They sense it in the beat- 
ing Of “tha. tom-toms and the 
chanting on the -iver-bank. 

Slowly the first ‘one comes 
from the river and moves to- 
wards the first girl. As the cro- 
codile neo~s the girl, the tribe 
fall on tar faces, and a low 
moan €sc.¢s them. 

For some years raids were 
carried out on the area by 
Portuguese and South-West Af- 
rican police, but with no suc- 
cess. A system of espionage 
warns the tribe days before- 
hand of the approach of police, 
with a result that everyone is 
hidden in the rocky mountains 
close by when the policemen 
arrive. a 

In 1931 three notorious mur- 
derers, wanted for at least ten 
murders each, managed to find 
sanctuary in the land of the 
crocodiles. 

A large police force was as- 
sembled and sent to fetch the 


men and any other wanted 
criminals hiding among the 
aboringals. 

When the police arrived 
there wasn’t a trace of the 


tribe, but more determined offi- 
cers led an expedition into the 
mountains to seek out the tribe 
and the murderers. 

Of some forty well-armed 
men who ventured into the 
mountains. Only Four Came 
Out Alive, In the night, poison- 
ed arows rained down on them. 

A few years ago two men 
held up a bank and shot dead 
a bystander, a teller, and the 
manager. They escaped .and 
disappeared, Later a police pa- 


trol plane saw a small car 
heading through the desert 
near the Kunene River. 


A police desert truck was 
despatched in pursuit. The 
small car was found abandoned 


on the banks of the Kunene. 
but of the men there was no 
trace. 


A few months later a magis- 
trate received a taunting nate: 
“Come and get us if you want 


us.” It was signed “The Bank 
Robbers.” They are still ‘at 
large somewhere in that vast: 
ness 

Prospectors after gold and 
diamonds have gone into this 
land never to return.

Royal House — 


When the Duke of Edinburgh 
was a 16-year-old schoolboy at 
‘Gerdonstoun, in Scotland, he 
was. summoned one day to the 
headmaster’s study and gently 
told of the death of his 26-year- 
eld sister Princess Cecilia. 

She had been acknowledged 
the most beautiful of all his 
four sisters. And her tragic 
death in a ‘plane crash was 
almost the last chapter in per- 
haps the strangest haunting of 
M lubk ever inscribed in the 
dark ks fo fate. 

Can anyone truly be born un- 
lucky? Let’s turn back the 
pages to 1843 when, only a few 
hours before Queen Victoria's 
gecond daughter was born, re- 
latives called on.the Queen to 
eommiserate with her about a 
‘death in the family: Amid this 
atmosphere of mourning little 
Princess Alice, the Duke of 


. Kdinburgh's great - grandmoth- 
@r, entered the world. 


From the first Queen Victoria 
geems to have had a foreboding 
of what was in store for her 
@aughter. The Prince Consort 
noticed that “poor, dear, little 
Alice” was always in trouble. 
#] shall not let her marry,” the 
Queen noted in her journal, “as 
Jong as I can reasonably delay 
doing so.” 


But Princess Alice was only. 


17 when, at the customary 
Windsor house party held for 
the Ascot races, she met hand- 
gome Prince Louis of Hesse, 
mephew and heir of the reign- 
fing Grand Duke. 

Within a few months he pro- 
posed, Yet scarcely was the en- 
gagement announced than the 
Queen’s mother died and the 
court was plunged into mourn- 


The wedding had to be de- 
ferred. And arrangements were 
mo sooner resumed than the 
Prince Consort himself was 
suddenly seized with his fatal 
fliness — and the Queen, on 


realizing she was a widow, gave 
that single fearful scream that 
has passed into history. 

Alice was married at last. in

Within three years her coun- 
try was plunged into the Aus- 
tro-Prussian war, her husband 
was torn from her.side for 
military duties and- Alice 
watched her newly adopted peo- 
plein flight. The resulting peace 
left her so poor that she had 
to patch and mend her chil- 
dren's clothes herself. 

But worse was in store. Alice 
was devoted to her. children, 
especially her two boys, Ernst 
and 22-year-old Fritty. One dread 
May morning,/as they were 
playing near /a window, little 
Fritty overbalanced — and 


plunged to his derth in the 


courtyard below: 

Her grief knew _ no bounds: 
Affected by the shock, ‘young 
Ernst would often awake from 
sleep, screaming. “Why can't 
we all die together?” the heart- 
broken little boy would moan. 
During one of these spells of 
distress, when he was ill with 
diphtheria, the Princess took 
him in her arms to comfort him 
and so fatally contracted the 
fever herself. 

It is small wonder, in fact, 
if all Europe whispered of the 
hoodoo on the great House of 
Hesse. As the years passed, the 
trend of misfortune seemed to 
develop } ever deeper under- 
tones. 

Then one of Alice’s daught- 
ers, Alix, married the Tsar of 
Russia. It was at her corona- 
tion that hundreds of people 
were killed and thousands in- 
jured in a ghastly crowd stam- 
pede. As the last Tsarina she 
was murdered by the Bolshevik 
revolutionaries in hat grim 
cellar at Ekaterinburg. 

Another daughter, Elizabeth, 
married the Grand Duke Serge. 
When he was assassinated in 
1905 she entered a convent as 
if to escape the curse — only 
to share her sister’s fate when 
the revolutionaries hurled her 
to her doom down the shaft of 
a disused mine thirteen years 
later. > ; 
Only Alice's eldest daughter 
escaped this appaling sequence. 
Marrying a cousin, she founded 
the present Mountbatten. line 
and we knew her as the Dow- 


ager Marchioness of Milford 
Haven. In. happier vein, it was 
from he ome in Kensington 


Palace that the Duke of Edin 
burgh left for his marriage in 
Westminster Abbey. 

But the curse saga of il] luck 
traces through the . orphaned 
Ernst who, so innumerable were 
family tragedies, became Grand 
Duke when only 23. His marri- 
age was bitterly unhappy. “I 
will never try to arrange a mar- 
riage again,’ said Queen Vic- 
toria, and ultimately the affair 
ended in the scandal of divorce. 

A daughter had been born 
but she died so suddenly, during 
a visit to Hesse of the Tsar, 
that rumour-mongers feared she 
had been a victim by mistake 
in a poison plot. 

Grand Duke Ernst married 
again and this time found a 
measure of happiness with his 
new wife, Princess Eleanore, 
and their two fine sons, George 
and Louis. Yet as if to defy him 
there came the first world war 
and the collapse of Germany, 
reducing the familiar world he 
had known to ruins. 

It can be argued that others 
are involved in wars, that soon-

But the Hesse hor- 
ror was still to reach its ter- 
rible denouement. 


The Duke of Edinburgh’s sis- 
ter, lovely Princess Cecilia, mar- 
ried young Prince George and 
came to live with the family in 
the quiet little palace at Wolfs- 
garten. Soon the young couple 
were raising their own family, 
two boys and a girl. 


The young Prince Louis, who 
had been working in England, 
wrote home that he, too, was 
to marry. His choice was the 
pretty daughter of Lord Ged- 
des. And once again the evil 
destiny of the Hesse family took 
a dreadful course. 

Amid the wedding prepara- 
tions, the Grand Duke Ernst 
died. To be sure, he was now 
nearly 70..and had endured a 
long illness. But @efiantly Prin- 
cess Eleanore decided that this 
time a fyneral. should not im- 
pede a wedding. 

She had chartered a ‘plane in 
order to fiy to London for the 
ceremony. With a farewell 
wave Princess. Cecilia, Prince 
George and their children all 
climbed aboard. 


The plane crashed in flames. 


There were no survivors. For 
Ernst who as a small boy had 
whimpered, “Why can’t we all 
die together?” the ghastly wish 
was at last fulfilled, With this 
culminating tragedy the —hoo- 
doo seemed at last to lose its 
strength ... save for one final 
flare-up. 

The Duke of Edinburgh's 
youngest sister, Princess So- 
phie, had married a _ kinsman, 
Prince Christopher of Hesse. To 
the dismay of her family he 
joined the SS. rose high on 


Himmler’s staff — and he, too, 
was killed in an air crash ‘in 
1943. 


Fortunately, Princess Sophie 
has since remarried and found 


happiness. For Prince Louis, 
too, there has been no grim se- 
quel. 

From Princess Alice’s birth 


in 1843 to 1943, the Hesse hoo- 
doo had ghoulishly blanketed 
four generations.

“Cover the red paint on your 


bridge and people will stop 
jumping off it,” an architect 
suggested to. Bristol Trades 
Council recently when the 
number of people who had 
jumped off the famous 185- 
foot-high Clifton Suspension 


Bridge was being discussed. 

His theory was based on the 
fact that red is the most excit- 
ing colour. and might affect 
someone who was highly 
strung. . 

The red is red, oxide to pro- 
tect the bridge, and the sugges- 
tion was that if* white oxide 
were used the average of four 
people a year who have. jump- 
ed from the bridge in the last 
half-century would drop. 

His suggestion has been ap- 
proved. But Clifton Suspension 
will not be the first bridge to 
have its colour changed to dis- 


courage people from jumping 
off it. 
Blackfriars Bridge, London, 


once had the worst reputation 
amongst Thames bridges for 
people throwing themselves in- 
to. the river. Someone suggest- 
ed it was due to ironwork be- 
ing painted brown. The brown 
was eliminated:-in favour of 
green and the Mumber of sui- 
cides fell by one-third. ‘ 

Colour rules our thoughts, 
moods: and health more than 
we realize. Airline operators 
know that if they introduced 
browns and yellows into the 
interior decoration of their air- 
craft they would get a rise in 
the number of cases of air-sick- 
ness, 


escalators were - being  intro- 
duced into London Tubes, some 
passengers complained that 


looking down made them ner- 
vous. 

By accident, the plain white 
roof of one of the great sloping 
tunnels became’ damp. The 
colouring immediately removed 
the “looking over a cliff” ef- 
fect.

Colour can even alter the 
weight of a box — or seem to.

The colour was changed 
to pale green, The weight was 
unchanged, but there were no 
more complaints about strained 
backs. 

All factories now are “colour- 
conscious,” knowing that col- 
ours can affect the mood, effi- 
cency, and warmth of the 
workers. A shoe factory was 
producing a lot of fautly work. 
Instead of blaming the care- 
lessness of the workers, the 
manager looked at the ma- 
chines and realised that work- 
ers Were sewing black shoes 
with black thread on black ma- 
chines, 

The machines were painted 
green and buff. The number of 
mistakes immediately dropped 
and output increased. 

In another factory there were 
always; complaints that it was 
cold. The engineers knew it 
wasn't cold, because the tem- 
perature was automatically con- 
trolled. But the walls were 
blue. When they were repaint- 
ed a deep pink, everyone said: 
“Thank goodness they've heat- 
ed the place up a bit.” The 
Temperature Was Exactly The 
Same! 

Blues in pastel colours are 
especially restful and relaxing. 

A restaurant owner was wor- 
ried about the time customers 
lingered over their meals, be- 
cause he needed a quick turn- 
over to make a profit. “Redeco- 
rate in reds and yellows,” said 
a colour expert. People started

to eat-up and go or reorder, 
and the turnover increased fif- 
ty per cent.

The right colour makes you 
buy. A chain store found bacon 
sales increased by half when 

e slices were under Red light. 

made them look more appe- 
tising. Pale Blue light makes 
fish look fresh, and a Golden 
Yellow light gives fruit an ap- 
petising “bloom.” ; 

In food, red is the -colour of 
appetite. It is not only the to- 
mato taste, but also the ‘tomato 
colour that makes tomato sauces 
and dishes so popular. Lobster 
flesh is white, but the red shell 
makes it taste twice as good. 

Colours of iced cakes affect 
their popularity, even though 
they all taste the same. A large 
scale experiment with .21 dif- 
ferent colour combinations 
showed that yellow and mauve 
decorations sold cakes fastest, 
with white icing and red deco- 
rations second, Lime green with 
scarlet was third. Picking the 
right colours imcreased cake 
sales by one-eighth. - 

Ask ten people to name a 
colour--not their favourite col- 
our, but just “a colour,” and 
seven will say red, It is the 
colour that atracts most wo- 
men, the colour that stimulates, 

An American football couch 
claimed that his’ team won 
more matches after he changed 
the colour of the rooms where 
they changed and rested at 
half-time. He had one done in 
red for “pep talks,” and one in 
blue for rest. 5

Stands of rust ~ susceptible 
varieties of Durum, at four dif- 
ferent locations in southern 
Manitoba, were selected for the 
chemical spray program.

Al- 
though a hot, dry summer kept 
last ycar’s rust invasion from be- 
coming epidemic, the disease 
was prevalent enough to make 
the trials worthwhile.

Worth Study 

Humorists suggest that the pic- 
tures in the catalogues often 
excel the results in the garden. 
If this is so, the blame can of- 
ten. be laid at the door of the 
gardener, because he didn’t 
study the catalogue well-enough. 

Practically all catalogues, ‘in 
addition to giving specific plant- 
ing instructions, indicate wheth- 
er a particular plant or shrub ‘is 
hardy or only semi-hardy in 
different geographic areas, whe- 
ther it grows best in sun or 
shade; whether it likes heavy 
or light soil, or has a prefer- 
ence for wet or dry places in 
the garden. 

With this information avail- 
able there is no reason why the 
amateur gardener cannot ar- 
range his planting in such a way

that they will grow to best ad- 
vantage. He knows that he has 
put the right plants in the right 
places and proper attention and 


care throughout the growing 
season will bring satisfactory 
results. : 


' Most From Vegetables 


A lot of gardeners have learn- 
ed that the only way to get top 
quality in vegetables is to grow 
them at home. The ‘reason is 
simple. Most vegetables, and es- 


pecially things like peas, corn,. 


beans, carrots and even spihach 
start to deteriorate within a few 
hours after they are picked. No 
matter how carefully we pack 
they soon start to lose 
some of their garden freshness. 
Because this is so, many people 
even with tiny gardens try to 
have a small plot for vegetables 
tucked away somewhere. And it 
is literally amazing how many 
g00d meals can be produced 
from a bit of land only a few 
yards each way. Of course where 
the garden is a small one, we 
won't try to grow our winter's 
supply of potatoes, or very much 
of the bulky things like corn and 
squash. But even a 12 foot row 
of beans, spinach, carrots or 
beets will produce a lot. Most 
of these things can be grown 
in rows only a few inches apart 
and we can get more out of 
the plot by alternating rows of 
the bigger things like carrots, 
beets and beans with smaller 
things like lettuce, radish and 
onions. We can also have. two 
crops, one early and one late, 
and we can spread out the sow- 
ings so ‘that something fresh and 
always be coming 
along. ‘ 
Add Mystery 

An interesting garden is like 
a winding lane, it should unfold 
on the visitor ‘gradually. Even it 
space is limited to the standard 
urban back lot, it is pos~ 
sible with, perhaps a curving 
path, clumps of tall annuals or 
shrubbery to hide some interest- 
ing and intriguing corners and 
shady spots. Here we place a 
couple of chairs or a bench or 
a bit of wall or hedge But a 
curving path withou{, any rea- 
son at all for the curve looks 
artificial. So we make that path 


‘wind around a tree, or a big 


clump of shrubbery. And every 
yard we proceed down that path 
there should “be a different view, 
a flower bed or some other fea- 
ture that cannot be completely 
seen from the back porch or the 
gate. It is not difficult at all to 
add a bit of mystery, to keep 
some special corners almost hid- 
den and with the amount of 
planting material we have avail- 
able in Canada one can . do 
wonders in creating a garden 
that is different from any other 
and reflects ones individuality. 


QUACKS AND CULTS

An unholy alliance between 
promoters of quack cancer cures 
and fake religious cult leaders 
has helped build~a $10,000,000- 
per-year racket in the U.S. 

The most tragic cancer victim 
of all, the person who has lost 
hope of being cured by legiti- 
mate treatment, has become one 
of the chief victims of this de- 
praved combine, 

“Cancer quacks and religious 
fakers are natural partners,” 
says a spokesman for the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration. 

“The distraught cancer vic- 
tim who loses hope is easy prey 
for’ cultists and quacks selling 
‘e hopes,” he explains. 

So-called faith healers have 
discovered that they can mulct 
victims for extra thousands of 
dollars with fake medicines as 
a tie-in sale with faith. : 

“No quack is a perfect quack 


without a pretense of religion,” 


is the. way Oliver Field, ctf 
investigator for the American 
Association, sums up this de- 
velopment The AMA is now 
investigating more than 1,000 
reports of eancer quackery in 
the U.S 

A typical case from the files 
of the FDA concerns an elderly 
man. who was diagnosed by 
‘reputable doctors as haying in- 
curable cancer of the stomach. 

Howevel a relative taiked 
him into visiting one of the fake 
faith healers with the powerful 
argument, “What have vou got 
to lose? 

Without a pretense of an ex- 
amination the healer assured the 
elde#i+y—man that he could be 
cured, But he had to take a spe- 
clal medicine which | cost. $600 
for a few ounces, as well as 
come back for regular treat- 
ments at u high fee, the man 
was told 

Before the man died from his 
cancer he had paid out practi- 
cally his life saving to tis 


quack-cultist, 


A probe by FDA revealed that 


the medicine was distilled 
water. The faith healer learned 
his selling technique Al a na-, 
tional seminar last year spon- 
sored by the distributors of the 
stuff 

Unfortunately DFA has not 


been able to prosecute either 
the“healer’ or the distributor 
because of the difficulty of pre- 
paring an air-tight case. 

In the past these quack have 
produced witnesses in court who 
swear they’ve been cured by the 
treatments. Investigations later 
reveal that these persons either 
never had cancer or they had 
been cured by other, legitimate 
treatment. 

Dr. Gordon A. Granger, an 
FDA official reveals that a 
“Christian medical” organiza- 
tion in Detroit. is under investi- 
gation. 

“The organization is composed 
of a board of trustees, all of 
whom are preachers, or at least 
so term .themselves, of various 
cults,” he reports. 

He says that the group took 
over distribution of the cancer 
“cures” first developed by a Wil- 
liam Frederick.Koch, who went 
to South America after legal ac- 
tion was taken against him by 
the U.S

Spelled ~ Trouble!” : 


“I had been born with a gut 
full of hand grenades. If I did 
not land my shots on the body 
of somebody else, they would 
go off inside of me and kill me. 
That’s how I felt. I had to 
fight.” 

So says former world’ mid- 
dle-weight champian Rocky 
Graziano in his book “Some- 
body Up There Likes Me.” And 
fight he did, on the streets, in 
bars, in clubs, in reform school, 
in prison, in the guardhouse, 
and in the ring. 

Always, wherever he was, he 
had to be number one, and be- 
cause he packed dynamite in 
his right hand and was seared 


of nobody, he usually was. 

Born on the East Side of New 
York, he grew up poor and 
wild, stealing his food “the 
only thing we paid for regular 
was haircuts.” 

Until he made fighting: his 
career “I knew only two ways 
of living being locked up or 
runing wild.” 

He was only persuaded into 
amateur boxing because he 
knew that when he won he 
could sell the watch they gave 
him for ten or fifteen dollars. 
When he turned professidnal it 
was because the money was 
better 

But -he usually won. and al- 
ways the same way. He would 
come out of his corner wild 
and swinging lefts and rights, 
mostly rights: sooner or later 
he would connect and that 
would be that 

Then, having fought most peo- 
ple in civilian life, he had his 
attention turned to the army. 
He was conscripted. He’ stuck 
it for a few day then he walk- 
ed out After having beaten up 
the corporal who was supposed 
to be in charge dt his tent and 
knocking out the captain in 
charge of the camp 

He went back to boxing, but 
the army caught up with him 
and he found himself back in 
jail, this time an army one 


But when he 
son, he 


walked out of pri- 
walked out of the army, 


too. He signed up to fight for 
Irving Cohen, but soon he was 
back.in jail for desertion 

_ That year behind bars 
"changed his life. He came out 
determined to go straight as 
a boxer. 


But they couldn’t make him 
train. When we went to a train- 
ing camp he just sat around 
smoking. If he went on a road 
run, he would sit down with 
his pals as soon as he was out 
of sight of the camp and throw 
dice. 

He was always a wild street 
fighter, and he stayed that way 
right up until he took the title 
from Tony Zale in 1947. 

Rocky never made a _ claim 
to fame as a boxer, and he did 
not even boast that he was a 
clean fighter. But he had guts, 
one of the hardest punches in 
the game and the killer in- 
stinct. He would take punish- 
ment for round after round, 
just waiting for the one open- 
ing that would give him his 
chance. He took it, and his op- 


_ ponents seldom knew what hit 


them, 

Now Rocky Graziano is in 
show business, and they. are 
going to make a film of his 
book. But if they include just 
half the things in that volume 
there will be more trouble — 
with the censor.

them? Yeast fruit buns in the 
making. I could almost eat them 
raw they smell so good. This is 
my second attempt.at buns after 
a lapse of several vears, in which 
time I ‘didn’t make any at all. 
And at one time 1 made them 
every week. That was when the 
youngsters were at home and | 
yeast buns more filling 
and less expensive than trying 
to keep the cookie jar full. I 


made this batch today because 
Bob and Joy will be in later 
and I know they will enjoy 
them. 

Funny, how we get away from 
doing things. At one time I 
made all my own bread. I; 


couldn't imagine my family be- 
ing. satisfied with baker’s bread. 
Then one of the bread com- 
panies started canvassing for 
custom around here and I bougnt 
bread once a week to save bak- 
ing so often. Eventually our 
family was reduced in number 
and it didn’t seem worthwhile 
baking just for, two or three. 
So the baker got another regu- 
lar customer. 

It was the same thing with 
butter. Even when we stopped 
making butter to s@l! 1 always 
did a churning for ourselves 
every \few weeks. The old bar- 
rel churn is still down in the 
Now we buy creamery 
‘the time. Butter — 
not margarine — I'd have you 
know ! 

But there were some things 
we never did do very well — 
not being born to it, as one 
might say. Curing pork, for in- 
stance. We tried several methods 
but our side bacon was always 
hard and unappetising. As ‘for 
headcheese —- the look and 
smell of a pig’s head stewing 
away made me feel sick. After 
several attempts we ended up 
by giving the head away after 
a butchering. But I liked render- 
ing lard. There was something 
fascinating in reducing al] the 
cuttings to liquid grease and 
cracklings. I was never much of 
a hand at making soap. Part- 
ner never wanted me to do it 
anyway because when he first 
came to Canada he lived on a 
farm where homemade soap was 
always used. It was very strong, 
and very smelly, and in winter- 
time his hands were raw and 
bleeding — which didn’t make 
the milking any easier, -and 
wouldn’t have been allowed by 
the Health Unit in this day and 
age. 

Porridge was another standby 
at Ginger Farm. Always por- 
ridge for breakfast. Not quick- 
meal porridge but real old Scotch 
oatmeal. 
that fell by the way. Now it’s 
packaged cereal. And in those 
days we had tea at breakfast 
time. Now it’s coffee. In fact 
we wouldnt say thank you for 
breakfast without it — or grape 
fruit. It was the youngsters who 
changed our habits. Bob took.a 
liking to coffee when he was in 
the Army so when he was at 
home on leave I naturally made 
coffee for him — and a pot of 
tea for ourselves. But that got 
to be too much of a chore so 
finally we all drank coffee. 

Maybe it’s the weather has 
put me in a reminiscent mood. 
A few days ago we had a real 
old-time storm — and we are 
promised more of the same. The 
snow was swirling and blowing 
like fury, but not enoygh of it 
to pile: into heavy drifts and 
it didn’t interfere with road 
traffic sat all. In the old days 
the road past here was a county 
road, not a highway and it was 
often impassable after a bad 
storm.

rail. Every station had its load- 
ing yard and farm stock was 
taken there by sleigh or wag- 
gon. Sometimes cattle were 


herded along the road on foot. 


Il remember the first time Part- 
ner sent out a load of pigs by 
motor-transport. We watched the 
truck go down the lane and 
thought it was the last word in 
convenience for farmers! The 
second time we were not so 
sure. An old sow that was be- 
ing shipped broke the side of 
the loading chute and got away. 
She was a contrary old dame 
anyway, so we finally ate her 

And then the chickens — 
hatched by broody hens. I re- 
member having as many as fif- 
teen setting hens at one time. 
When the chicks were hatched 
we took*half the hens away, 
keeping the ones with a_ nice 
motherly disposition. Sonfetimes 
they were too motherly and 
smothered some of the chicks 
during the night. Oh, the sick 
feeling when you found a num- 
ber of poor little dead chicks 
under a mother hen. Or half- 
grown chicks killed by rats, 
skunks or carried away by a 
fox. The time came when we 
got day-old chicks and a brood- 
er stove. Later, it was started 
chicks, and then 86-week-old 
mixed chicks. Now we buy 
ready -to-lay pullets which 
makes the work lighter as .we 
grow older. 

Such changes during the years! 
It sounds like a century ago 
and yet it all taok place in the 
thirty-odd years we have been 
farming. Sometimes when I 
speak of present conveniences l 
wonder if I sound smug. Actu- 
ally we are anything but smue. 
It just is, that as we look back, 
we realize how hard we, and 
other farm folk worked, with 
few conveniences and so little 
of the comforts of life. But 
we are glad we went through 
hat period, otherwise we 
ouldn’t know enough to appre- 
ciate the warm, convenient and 
comfortable: homes of today.

Known as le Carcajou to the 
Irfdians and French Canadians 
of the northland, in the western 
U.S. he is sometimes called 
“skunk bear” because of his dis- 
agreeable scent and because he 
looks somewhat like a bizarre 
combination of those two ani- 
mals. Technically, he is a mem- 
ber of the weasel family. 

Unprepossessing as he may be 
in appearance, the accomplish- 
ments of this fiend of the forest 
long ago convinced the Indians 
that le Carcajou has supernatur- 
al powers. His feats of strength 
are legendary. / 

Inorder to get at some pack- 
ages of food cached atop a huge 
woodpile, but which had fallen 


down between the logs, a single / 


28-pound wolverine upset the 
entire woodpile. In the process 
he actually moved logs 30 feet 
long which had required two 
men to put in place. 

The wolverine may well rate 
as nature’s most fearsome fight- 
er. In battle with an enemy, he 
is a twisting, slashing blur of 
sheer fury that bewilders and 
terrifies an adversary. He has 
been known to attack a 1,200- 
pound moose — a creature more 
than 40 times his weight — and 
is capable of defending himself 
against an entire pack of wolves. 
Wolverines have killed bears 
and mountain lions. 

The wolverine’s teeth are am- 
ong nature’s most marvelous 
cutting instruments. Angled in 
such a way that they actually 
cut like shears, they can slash 
through a two-inch-thick rope 
at a single bite. 

As additional armament, the 
wolverine has claws two inch- 
es long, and curved, that give 
him fantastic digging power. 
Wolverines have been known to 
dig their way through three feet 
of frozen rock-hard earth. 

Often a wolverine will stalk 
a bigger, more powerful predat- 
or until it has brought down 
game, then step in and take it 
over. Huriters have seen a single 
wolverine swagger up to a pack 
of wolves about to eat its kill— 
and the wolves slink away. 

Le Carcajou is a terror under 
ordinary conidtions, but the fe- 
male, when guarding her young, 
is even more deadly. Ernest 
Thompson Seton, the naturalist, 
onee obser , “She is a tigress 
of ferocity, absolutely fearless, 
and so strong and quick that 
a man, even armed with a gun, 
is taking risks if he comes near.” 

Normally, a wolverine will 
not attack a human, but a cap- 
tured one trying to escape will 
sometimes turn upon his captor 
with lethal-ferocity. An Alask- 
an huntsman who caught one, 
intending to send it to a zoo, 
put it in his cabin in a seem- 
ingly secure cage of railroad 
ties. 

During the night, the wolver- 
ine gnawed.his way through the 
ties, stealthily crept toward the 
trapper’s bed and = suddenly 
leaped upon him. The trapper 
might well have been killed if 
his screams had not brought help 
in time. 

The wolverine is fanatically 
devoted to making life misérable 
for trappers. So relentless is he 
in his feuds that the Hudson's 
Bay Company, in a booklet for 
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EASTER SPECTACULAR — This huge display piece, with Leonardo 
da Vinci's painting of The Last Supper as its inspiration, is 
representative of elaborate window displays fashioned by con- 
fectioners 6f Rome, Italy, for showing the figures of Christ and 
the disciples in multicolored sugar.

trappers, states flatly: “When a 
wolverine appears on his line, 
the trapper has but two alter- 
natives: he must trap the wol- 
verine or give up trapping.” 

The Company’s records are 
studded with tales of wolverine 
vendettas. Most commonplace 
trick is that of going from trap 
to trap, carrying off any ani- 
mals caught there and, as often 
as not, carrying off the traps 
themselves. Frequently a_ wol- 
verine will lug the traps long 
distances in order to drop them 
through the ice into a frozen 
stream or among inaccessible 
rocks. i 

As an escape artist, the wol- 
verine is supreme in the animal 
world. Hunters who have suc- 
ceeded in trapping them have 
discovered that the hard’ way. 
One trapper who -had_ been 
lucky enough to capture a wol- 
erime placed him in a large 
sheet steel Gil drum, removing 


the bung to provide alr fer the 
creature. 
In the morning, the man 


found his captive gone. Incred- 
ibly, the wolverine had succeed- 
ed in inserting his nose into the 
bung hole and literally ripping 
away the steel. 

Not that many men have suc- 
ceeded in getting that far with 
trapping a wolverine, for le 
Carcajou is one of the hardest 
of all animals to catch. One 
trapper, upon finding one of his 
traps missing, deduced from the 
tracks that it had caught a wol- 
verine by oné foot and that the 
animal was dragging the trap. 

The trapper set out to follow 
him. Hour after hour he snow- 
shoed at top speed. But after 50 
miles he gave up. Handicapped 
as he was, the wolverine was 
still ahead of him 

J. G. Lockhart, a_ skilled 
Manitoba trapper, once found 
his traplines being raided by a 
wolverine. Heeding the admoni- 
tion of the Hudsons Bay Com- 
pany, for weeks he set traps, 
singly and in batches of six, 
using the utmost cunning in con- 
cealing them. The wolverine 
calmly ignored them all. 

Desperate, Lockhart then de- 
vised an ingenious scheme, “I 
set up a gun on the bank of a 
little lake,” he reports. “The gun 
was concealed in some -low 
bushes, but the bait was so 
placed that Carcajou-must see it 
on his way up the bank. I 
blockaded the path to the gun 
with a small pine tree which 
completely hid it. 

“On my first visit afterwards 
I found the beast had gone up 
to the ‘bait and smelled it, but 
had left it untouched, He had 
next pulled up the pine tree 
that blocked the path, and had 
gone around the gun and cut 
the line which connected the 
bait wifh the trigger. Then he 
had carried the bait out onto 
the lake, where he lay down on 
the ice and devoured it at his 
leisure. There I found my 
atring. 

“It seemed that faculties fully 
on a par with human reason 
would be required for such an 
exploit. I therefore -rearranged 
things, tying the string where it 
had been bitten. But the result 
Waa exactly the same for three 
successive occasions, as I could 
plainly see by the animal's foot- 
prints.
